seen from the valley. 

It won't be invisible, however 
Lights used to illuminate the am- 
phitheater would create a night- 
time glow atop the cliff, said 
Mays, and Moab residents might 
occasionally hear the amplified 
sounds of melodramas, musicals 
and cowboy poetry 

The clifftop developments 
would be built near the popular 
Moab Rim Trail — a steep, mile- 
long trail that rises from the Colo- 
rado River to the top of the cliff. 
The trail is used heavily by hikers, 
mountain bikes, and off-road ve- 
hicles. There is plenty of evidence 
of human activity along the cliff- 
top — dirt roads, trails, garbage 
and fire rings — but no buildings 
or other manmade structures. 

All of the development would 
take place on 160 acres that Mays 
purchased about 18 years ago. He 
needs no federal permits or envi- 
ronmental impact statements to 
build the project, and meets all 
the zoning requirements of Grand 
County. However, Moab City de- 
cided recently it would annex the 
land. This could complicate Mays’ 
plans because the city is prepar- 
ing a “sensitive lands” ordinance 
that could limit development on 
ridgetops. 

Jim Stiles, publisher of an al- 
ternative Moab newspaper named 
the Zephyr, said Mays’ proposal 
has generated more controversy 
than any issue since the 1988 plan 
to build a hazardous-waste incin- 


erator in the nearby town of Cis- 
co. If the Moab City Council ap- 
proves the lift, Stiles said 
opponents may push for a public 
vote on the issue. 

Moab resident Bob Hawks said 
he supports the lift, arguing that 
last-minute objections from envi- 
ronmentalists should not be al- 
lowed to block a project Mays has 
spent almost two decades devel- 
oping. Asked if the project would 
mar the scenery, he replied: “It 
won't to me. It might to some- 
body.” 

Grand County Council member 
John Maynard said Mays has 
worked hard to minimize the envi- 
ronmental impacts. “I don't see 
any reason he should be denied 
putting up a business,” he said. 

Charlie Peterson, another 
member of the Grand County 
Council, said he opposes all devel- 
opment on the hillsides above 
Moab. “It detracts from the beau- 
ty cf the cliffs and skyline. People 
come here for the natural beau- 
ty,” he said. 

Ber Knight, information officer 
for the Red Rock Four Wheelers 
club that sponsors the annual 
Jeep Safari in Moab, said his 
group has taken no position on 
Mays’ project. The Moab Rim 
Trail is one of the most popular 
and challenging trips in the safari. 

‘Personally, most people 
would like to see things left like 
they are. We live in this place 
where we have such a marvelous 
surrounding of nature that we 
don’t need a Disneyland or things 
like that, but many locals have 
different opinions,” said Knight. 

Seibert, the Moab council mem- 
ber, said he hasn't made up his 
mind yet. “As a carpenter, I feel 
the more development the better. 
But I also favor protection of the 
land. My job is to try to sift 
through all that and listen to the 
will of the people.”

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Judge to Rule If Evidence Allows Murder Trial

David Neal claims he went to neighbor Lisa 
Mancebo’s apartment in June as a guardian 
angel: He wanted to be sure she was safe with 
her angry. visiting ex-husband. 

“Lisa must have decided the situation was 
not what she wanted,” Neal testified in 3rd 
Circuit Court last week. “She asked me if she 
could use my phone to call 911 

But Mancebo testified Monday that Neal 
and his two friends were uninvited and un- 
wanted intruders. She claims she called 911 
because she was worried about the safety of 
her ex-husband, Max A. Johnson 

“I was afraid Max was going to get hurt. 
she said. 

Both versions lead to the same ending: 
Johnson allegedly plunged an 8-inch blade 
into the chest of 22-year-old Brandon Sweat 
who had accompanied Neal to the apartment 

Johnson, 34, has been charged with murder. 
a first-degree felony, in the June 20 stabbing 
at 4892 S. Highland Circle (1870 East) in Salt 
Lake County. Testimony concluded Monday in 
Johnson's preliminary hearing, but 3rd Cir- 
cuit Judge Robin Reese has not yet decided 
whether there is sufficient evidence to send 


the case on to district court for trial 

Defense attorney Ron Yengich will file a 
request that the judge dismiss the charge or 
reduce it to manslaughter. a second-degree 
felony. After prosecutors respond, the judge 
will rule Jan. 10. 

During the hearing. Yengich elicited testi- 
mony that Neal, Sweat and their companion 
Brent McDonald, were larger than Johnson. 
who was paying the rent for Mancebo’s apart- 
ment. 

Neal also testified that Johnson told them 

I got a right to be here. I'm here to see my 
kids. 

According to testimony, Neal, McDonald 
and Sweat had been drinking alcohol through- 
out the day. Mancebo joined them in Neal's 
upstairs apartment around 8 p.m., and the 
men testified she told them she did not want to 
be with Johnson. 

Johnson eventually knocked on the door 
and asked Mancebo to come down. She did not 
immediately go, and he returned and asked 
again. Neal and McDonald said Johnson ap- 
peared angry, and Mancebo got her crutches 
and left. 

Mancebo was wearing a cast because John- 
son had run over her foot a few weeks earlier. 


McDonald said. He added: “We were con- 
cerned and decided to check [on her]. He'd 
been violent in the past and we wanted to 
make sure it didn’t happen again 

Neal added: “We had no intent to kick his 
butt. Just ask him to leave. 

Sweat and Neal went to the apartment's 
front door while McDonald went to a window 
McDonald said he came in through a balcony 
after Mancebo invited them all in, which she 
denied 

Mancebo left with Neal to use his phone 
while Sweat and McDonald remained with 
Johnson. The two men argued with Johnson 
and asked him to leave, and Johnson shoved 
Sweat backwards with both hands, McDonald 
said 

Sweat slugged Johnson in the eye, knocking 
him to the floor. As Johnson came up. McDon- 
ald saw a knife in his hand — and noticed 
Sweat was bleeding from his chest 

Assistant medical examiner Ed Leis testi- 
fied Sweat had a fatal wound to his chest 
about 742 inches deep. Eleven other wounds 
on his right hand were consistent either with a 
knife blade or shards of glass, Leis said

Judge Dismisses Suit by Parents Who Say Teacher Attacked Son

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Third District Judge Anne 
Stirba dismissed a suit filed by the 
parents of a boy whose teacher 
physically attacked him at Kearns 
High School 


Although neither Granite 
School District nor the state of 
Utah are liable for Monty Scoth- 
ern’s action, Scothern himself 
might still be open to a lawsuit. 
the judge said Monday. 


“As I read those cases and the 
statutes, the Legislature has pro- 
vided there is no liability on the 
part of the state, in this case Gran-

The suit alleges that 16-year- 
old Jeremie Williams was in his 
fourth-period class in a “quiet 
mannerly and obedient fashion, 
when Scothern used excessive 
force and restraint, causing inju- 
ry to Jeremie’s torso 

But Scothern tells a different 
story. He claims he was protecting 
himself from Jeremie, who he 
said had punctured his buttock 
with a paper clip. 

Under the Utah Governmental 
Immunity Act, police depart- 
ments, schools, prisons, mental- 
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governmental entities enjoy im- 
munity 

Richard Ledfors, an Emery 
County high school student at- 
tacked in the gym by two other 
students, could not sue the school 
district for negligent supervision 
In pontificating about the Ledfors 
case in 1993, the Utah Supreme 
Court expressed sympathy for the 
student. Stirba read the pivotal 
statement from the Ledfors case 


It is unfortunate that any par- 
ent who is required by state law to 
send his or her child to school 
jacks a civil remedy against negli- 
gent school personnel who fail to 
assure the child's safety at 
school 

The judge did give Christopher 
A. Tolboe. attorney for Billie Wil- 
liams, Jeremie’s mother, the fu- 
ture opportunity to argue Scoth- 
ern’s individual liability
